(2) Its help the workers who are able not only to 
get the education that comes of helping those less for- 
tunate than themselves, it also to learn the real con- 
ditions of life in Montreal, and the real civic problems, 

(3) Its help to the civic authorities and social 
workers in general by keeping in touch with the best 
social work elsewhere. To take only one small example, 
it has just persuaded the city to have Dufferin Square 
flooded, which will provid many hours of healthy happi- 
ness to very many children. 

That Miss Horniman, and her capable company, 
Strangers in our midst, should realize this and should 
come forward so generously in support of the institution 
reflects the greatest credit upon them. Let us all do 
our part in the good work and attend any , performances 
we can in the first week.
